Than  a  Year  Ago  '-;■-.:■  '   '   " 

Tobacco  dealers  and  manufacturers  .in  the  United  States  and  Puerto  Hico 
reported  a  total  of  h3 539  million  pounds   (farm- sales-weight)  of  leaf  tobacco 
in  their  inventories  as  of  April  lf   195^.     This  total  %s  5^  million  pounds 
above  the  figure  a  year  earlier.      The  1953  crop  wag'  in  stocks  by  April  1  with 
the  exception  of  an  estimated  6 [3  million  pounds  made  up  of  uaryland, 
Puerto  Rican,   and  small  quantities  of  several  cigar  types. 

Included  in  the  above  total   stocks  as  of  April  1,   195^»   v,ere  693  million 

pounds  (farm- sales-weight)  of  leaf  under  government  loans.      Of  this  total, 

flue-cured  loan  stocks  were  3O8  million  pounds,  Burley  265  million,   fire-cured 

56.2  million,    dark  air-cured  39*8 'million,   Maryland  7*7  million, : and  cigar 

leaf  16.9  million. 

For  the  southern   types,   flue-cured  stocks  were'  a  little  larger  than  those 
on  hand  the  previous  April  1,   Burley  holdings  were  up  3  percent,   while   the  level 
of  Maryland  stocks  was  about  the  same.     Pire-cured  holdings  were  down  5  percent 
from  a  year  earlier,   and' dark  air- cured  stocks  were  very  slightly  lower.     For 
the  cigar  leaf  types,-  stocks  .this  April  1  of  the  filler  types  declined 
6.: percent,   binder  holdings  were  3 -.Percent  lower ,   and  'shade-grown  holdings  were 
8  percent  below  the  level  of  a  year  earlier.      Stocks  of  foreign-grown  cigarette 
leaf  had  increased  10  percent  compared  with  the  previous  April  1.

Stocks   of  flue-cured  tobacco  on  April  1,    195^  totaled  2,1/8  million  pounds 
or  2^  million  pounds  higher  than  holdings  on  April  1,   1953* 

Burley   tobacco    stocks  were   reported  as  1,^75  million  pounds   on  April  1,    195^» 
This  is  an  increase  of  hj  raillion  pounds  compared  with  a  year  earlier.     Marketing 
of  the  1953  crop  of  570  million  pounds  was  completed  during  the  first  quarter,, 

»<laryland  leaf  holdings  v/ere  approximately  the   same  as  a  year  ago  at  57<>7 
million  pounds*      The  1953  crop,    estimated  at  37d  million  pounds,   will  "be 
marketed  during  the  May-August  period  of  this  year.

Inventories  of  all  domestic  grown  cigar  tobacco,  including  Puerto  Rican, 
totaled  37Xo6  million  pounds  (farm-  sales-weight)  on  April  1,  195^  -  a  decrease 
of  19*5  million  compared  with  a  year  ago0   Stocks  of  foreign-grown  cigar  leaf 
were  17„8  million  pounds  (unstemraed  equivalent)  compared  with  1806  million  a 
year  earlier,, 

Holdings  of  the  cigar  filler  types  as  of  April  18  I95U  totaled  206,7 
million  pounds  compared  with  220^  million  last  April  1.   Stocks  of  Type  kl 
were  down  nearly  lb«,0  million  pounds  and  Types  42-44  decreased  2„5  million 
while  Puerto  Kican  was  up  4^7  million.   The  1953  production  of  Type  4l  of  34.3 
million  pounds  was  substantially  below  recent  annual  disappearance  (around  50e0 
million  pounds)*   Stocks  of  Pennsylvania  Seedleaf  this  Jpril  1  were  127^2 
million,  Ohio  filler  28*5  million,  and  Puerto  Paean  filler  5I0O  million,,  Based 
on  changes  in  stocks  from  the  previous  quarter,  most  of  the  1953  crop  of  the
